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HUMANIZING WAR 
gg 
News of the dev elop ment in England of a j 
mov ement to “hu m anize” the war in Sp ain is t 
interesting in an academic way as a reflection 
of hu m ane instincts and also of inability to ap -j 
p redate the essential barbarity of warfare. 
^ 
Considerations of realism mak e it necessary | | 
to assu me a defeatist attitu de with resp ect tojL 
the p rop osed effort to alter the character of war. 
Nothing can be done with a v iew to mak ing war 
p leasant and agreeable and it is fu tile to attem p t 
the change. 
Fu ndamentally , war is a bru tal bu siness which 
giv es free rein to the worst p assions of man. It 
can be carried on efficiently and su ccessfu lly 
only when there is a wholesale and ru thless de­ 
stru ction of hu m an life and p rop erty . 
There can be no hop e of indu cing the generals 
to p u ll their p u nches, to add a few refinements 
and to introdu ce the alien q u ality of mercy into 
their strategy and their tactics. War today is 
essentially the same as when it was waged by 
Attila and the Hu ns, whose military instincts 
were p rimitiv e, bu t none the less sou nd as v iewed 
by the highly trained scientists who command 
armies of the p resent day . 
The p rim ary p u rp ose of war is destru ction — 
hu m an and material. Those who accomp lish this 
p u rp ose most effectiv ely , whether throu gh gas 
or liq u id fire, high ex p losiv e or shrap nel, rifles 
or machine gu ns, starv ation or disease, will al­ 
way s be the greatest generals. 


INFLATION DANGER NOT OVER 
The bogey of inflation, lik e the war scare in 
Eu rop e, seems to recu r p eriodically . On sev eral 
occasions the American p eop le hav e had chilis 
at the thou ght of inflation and then the chilling 
has su bsided, ju st as, ov er in Eu rop e, they p eri­ 
odically hav e war scares which seem to su bside. 
There is of cou rse the danger that real infla­ 
tion may come to u s sometime when we are not 
look ing for it, ju st as war seems u su ally to break 
ou t in Eu rop e when it is least ex p ected. 
Ju st now we are p ay ing little thou ght to the 
threat of inflation, as ev idenced by the stock 
m ark et which went into a sp ring slu mp th at 
cancelled most of the gains th at hav e been made 
in many months. There hav e ev en been stories 
th at the gold content of the dollar was to be in­ 
creased and other deflationary methods might 
be adop ted. 
At the shme time, we mu st realize th at the J* 


danger of inflation is alway s with u s and will 
continu e to abide here so long as the federal 
bu dget is not balanced. It is to be remembered 
th at we already hav e some inflation and th at 
this has been brou ght abou t by the economic 
p olicies of the administration. These p olicies 
hav e not been changed and u ntil there is a real 
change, we are still faced with the p rosp ect of 
more inflation. 
The danger will really be ended when the 
national gov ernment cu rtails its ex p enditu res 
and brings its bu dget into balance. That and 
that only will remov e the threat. So long as the 
gov ernment m u st fu rther ex tend its credit, go 
deep er into debt to tak e care of relief and the 
ru nning ex p enses of the gov ernment, then we 
cannot tru thfu lly say th at the danger of infla­ 
tion has p assed. 
Prices are higher and hav e continu ed to go 
higher. How mu ch of this is du e, so far as food­ 
stu ffs are concerned, to the inflationary p olicy 
of the administration, and how mu ch to scarcity 
du e to crop restriction and the weather, no econ­ 
omist is able to foretell. Bu t other commodi­ 
ties hav e risen, too, and so long as there is no 
indication th at the gov ernment is going to re­ 
v erse the p olicies which mak e for higher p rices, 
we can ex p ect no ev ening off, desp ite any strik es 
of work ers and consu mers which may be in the 
offing. 
Sooner or later a halt will hav e to be called. 
Ju st when this will be, remains a p rofou nd my s­ 
tery . Nobody wants to enter another cy cle of 
v iciou s deflation. Neither does any body desire 
inflation that will dou ble the cost of liv ing and 
lead to fu rther strik es and disasters. 
It wou ld seem that a calm inv entory of the 
situ ation is needed. The cost for relief seems to 
be greater than it was in 1933. at the bottom of 
the dep ression, and Congress is p rep aring to v ote 
another billion and a half to be sp ent by the 
President nex t y ear. 
Nobody ex p ects th at enou gh money will be 
raised by tax ation to tak e care of all the u nu su al 
ex p enditu res. So fu rther borrowing or retrench­ 
ment will hav e to be indu lged in sometime in 
the not distant fu tu re. And since, a t this time 
there seems to be little disp osition for cu tting 
ex p enditu res, on the p art of the New Dealers, it 
is q u ite lik ely th at there will be more borrowing. 
And su ch a p rocess will bring the p rosp ect of 
inflation into the p ictu re again.
